As the selection of the new national 
army proceed», It become» more and 
more evident that the broadest pos­ 
sible meaning i» given to the wofd 
•'selective" by the men who appear for 
examination, as

asked. 
In some instances men have 
tried to be excused because they have 
such wholesome dependencies as a 
grocery store, while one very court­ 
eous citizen politely wrote the exemp­ 
tion board: 
“1 am In receipt of your 
favor and beg to advise that after due 
consideration, I do not desire to en­ 
ter the national army at this time.* 
The desire to stay at home does not 
Indicate, necessarily/a lack of patrio­ 
tism. 
On the contrary in most in­ 
stances the man who feels loath to 
leave wife, children or other depen­ 
dents to shift for themselves has a 
high sense of obligation. 
He rather 
feels that some other man, perhaps an 
unmarried one, should go to ffie firing 
Mne.

The natitchal government, however, 
is confronted with the task of raising 
an army. It cannot go too deeply into

be to scrape and scour the country for 
hoboes and loafers.
